Ms. Anderson-Davis summarized the commission’s role when 
reviewing petitions and what the commission should consider. Ms. 
Anderson-Davis also advised the commission that a couple officers 
are in the first year of a four year term and under statute they can’t 
be recalled at this point. Ms. Redmond indicated Mayor Paletko, 
Clerk Prusiewicz, and Councilmember Constan are in the first year 
of their term.
